PINCHOT APPOINTS 
BOXING OFFICIALS 


Rocap, Boyle and White ‘to 
Serve on Pennsylvania State 
Athletic Commission. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—William 
H. Rocap of the sports department of 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger; H. J. 
Boyle, Pittsburgh, and Charles Fred 
White, Philadelphia, today were ap- 
pointed by Governor Pinchot members 
of the State Athletic Commigsion, created 
by the 1923 Legislature to regulate and 
control boxing and wrestling. 

Boyle is a sporting writer on The 
Pittsburgh Chronicle Telegraph.

THE RHINELAND. 

If the French Government is skep- 
@ical of the sincerity and success of 
the latest push for a Rhineland 
* republic,” others may well be. 
Premier Porncarz is credibly reported 


— to regard the movement as both pre- 


mature and embarrassing. It does not 
fall in with the present plans and 
hopes of France. On the reparations 
question she wishes to deal with Ger- 
many entire. So far as concerns in- 
ternal affairs of the Rhineland, she {s 
geeking to do business with the great 
German industrialists. A’ precarious 
republic would interfere with both 
these designs. It would also hamper 
the French Government in its effort 
to arrive at a fresh understanding and 
fenewed co-operation with the Allies. 
Grievances against Prussia have 
been of long standing in the Rhine- 
land. They have only been accentu- 
ated by the war and events since the 
armistice. As a part of theit, appeal 
tothe inhabitants of the Rhineland, 
the Separatist leaders call for throw- 
This 
gentiment dates far back. It has long 
been recognized at Berlin. Chancellor 
STREsEMANN, whose ‘chief aim now 
seems to be to hold the German Reich 
together ‘at all hazards, and who has 
been offering a compromise to Ba- 
varia and likewise to Saxony, is re- 
Ported to be proposing ope to the 
Rhinelanders as well.- The suggestion 
fe that. they may be permitted to 
set up a government of their own 
® within the Reich.’’ This would.in 
@ measure free them from the hated 
@omination of Prussia and give them 


‘@ place and rights within the Reich 


similar to those held by Bavaria and 
other’ constituent States of the Ger- 
man Republic. A solution of the crisis 
alongthese lines might not be dis- 
pleasing to France for the moment,

THE HUGHES PLAN. 
There has been of late an increasing 
demand that the so-called Hughes plan 
of fixing the amount of German repa- 
rations be tried.. Mr. Liorp Groraz 
has repeatedly favored the, idea in ‘his 
speeches over here, and has displayed 
for it an enthusjasm which it is not 
uncharitable to suggest is greater than 
he would have shown if he had re- 
mained in office. But he has been 
outstripped in zeal by Senator Smoor, 
who returned from Europe convinced 
that the Hughes plan is the only one 
that can be made to work. The Utah 
Senator, in fact, held that it should be 
applied with the consent of France, if 
that could be obtained, but if not, 
without it. 
Needless to say, the State Depart- 
ment has thrown cold water on this 
proposal to go it alone proudly in 
Europe without waiting for anybody’s 
consent. The truth is that impetuous 
gentlemen calling aloud for an instant 
trial of the Hughes plan have not 
taken the trouble to find-out what 
that plan is. As.outlined by Secretary 
Hucues in his speech at New Haven 
on the 29th of last December, it has 
not even the semblance of an Ameri- 
can scheme imposed upon Europe 
willy-nilly. The entire conception was 
of agreement and harmonious co- 
operation among all the nations in- 
volved. The Secretary spoke specifi- 
cally of seeking the services of men of 
the highest financial authority ‘‘ in 
their respective countries.” There was 
no intimation that Americans would 
dominate in such*s commission of in- 
quiry. Mr. Hugues limited himself to 
saying that he had no doubt that dis- 
tinguished Americans would be willing 
to. serve ‘on. it. Going ahead without 
the consent.of the other nations con- 
cerned: was as far as possible from the 
Secretary’s thought. Hence to clamor 
for ‘use df the Hughes plan without 
the consent of France is in reality to 
go counter to the very essence of the 
actual Hughes plan. There may be 
such a thing as a Smoot plan, but it 
ought: to be carefully discriminated 
from the one advanced last December 
by Secretary, HucHEs.

WHOLESALE PROFITS ON COAL. 

In November, 1922,’ the’ National 

Retail. Coal Merchants’ Association 
urged the United States Coal Commis- 
sion ‘to determine “the number of 
profits "* taken on coal “ from’ the 
“time it fs loaded by the operator 
“ until sold by the retailer.” At the 
game time the retailers. held the 
railroads responsible for the high 
prices which they had to pay for coal. 
Whether or not the railroad rates are 
as large as the traffic will bear, there 
seems to, be no doubt that the whole- 
salers have received: more than their 
legitimate share of profits since 1913. 
The commission says: that anthracite 
has been sold. from wholesaler to 
wholesaler before it reached the re- 
taller: 

Recurring shortages, with their pe- 
riods: of wild speculation, tend to at- 
tract too much capital into the whole- 
sale trade. The result is more whole- 
ealers than.are necessary to conduct 
the business, In: times of shortage, 
speculative buying and selling among 
the excessive number of-concerns re- 
sults in great duplication of. function 
and enhanced prices to the consumer. 

In most of the years 1913 to 1922 
the wholesale trade made large profits 
—excessiye in the years 1917 and 1920. 
‘The “ banner year” was 1920; when 
the books of 333 wholesalers, who did 
not handle © ‘ shipments themzelves, 
showed an average profit of 15 cents 
-per ton and a return of 55.2 per cent. 
on the capital invested. As muny as

AN UNOFFICIAL ENVOY. 

Former Ambassador MOoRGENTHAU 
goes today on a mission which is com- 
parable in importance with that of an 
official diplomat. He sails for Greece 
to take the active Chairmanship of 
the commission under the League of 
Nations for the settlement of refu- 
gees from Anatolia in Western Thrace 
and Macedonia. There are 600,000 of 
these exiles who, ‘having fled from 
Anatolia, where their ancestors lived 
for generations, are now given shelter 
by .the Greek Government and the 
Greek people. More than a million 
acres of land (vacant lands and crown 
lands). have been deeded by the Greek 
Government te this use. The Greeks 
have undertaken to attempt to raise 
among themselves £1,900,000. The 
British: have made a temporary loan 
of £1,000,000.. And it is hoped to sell 
long-term bonds in the total amount 
of £6,000,000 for the constructive work 
of setting up thege refugees in agri- 
culture and elementary © industries. 
This. great public enterprise is to be 
carried forward under the direction of 
a committee of four members, named 
by the League ‘of Nations, Mr. Mor- 
GENTHAU being the designated Chair- 
man. 
The United States GoveFnment is in 
no way obligated to help forward this 
beneficent enterprise. Mr. Morcen- 
THAU goes in a private capacity. But 
he will have back of him the good-will 
of a great body of citizens who feel 
that we should co-operate in every 
possible practical way to help a people 
who have, with all their mistakes, 
behaved most hospitably and gener- 
ously toward others in distress. While 
the Red Cross and the Near East Re- 
lief and some other organizations have 
given a helpful hand. since the great 
Smyrna disaster, the’ Greeks them- 
selyes have given far more than all 
outside agencies—as two to one—in 
providing for these exiles, some of 
whom have no more claim upon the 
hospitality of Greece than upon that 
of the rest of Europe or of America. 
It is a work of rehabilitation which 
ought to succeed, not only for the sake 
of those who will be directly aided 
but also because of the wholesonie 
general influence which such a suc- 
cessful effort would have. What is 
needéd is not another Deucalion and 
Pyrrha incident in Greece, for she is 
overpopulated. Ceres needs to be 
propitiated with seed, plows and 
harrows and other agricultural imple- 
ments. The very valley in which 
ALEXANDER the Great was born needs 


|} to be conquered by agricultural indus- 


try. If this is accomplished the flight 

of the refugees to Greece may turn 

out to be a blessing for that disturbed, 

historic land. é

TWO RAILWAY WAGE DECISIONS. 

The Railroad Labor Board has 
approved an increase of wages for 
several classes employed on sixty-five 
railways. Last week it disapproved 
an increase asked by the signalmen on 
twenty-seven railways. The reason for 
the apparent inconsistency lies in the 
difference of conditions. The advance 
is allowed because those receiving it 
had not received preferential treat- 
ment hitherto, whereas: the signalmen 
had received “very favorable treat- 
ment ’* in previous. proceedings before 
the board. This made it “ inequi- 
table ’* to allow an in on’ the 
evidence submitted, 

; The advance which is allowed -is 
seile in an. unusual manner.

THE AUSTRIAN ELECTIONS. 

The news from Vienna that the Ger- 
man Nationalist Party Was over- 
whelmingly beaten in the elections: is’ 
not surprising in view of the diminish- 
ing- strength which’ that party. kas 
shown during the last few years. . The 
real fight was .between the Social 
Demecrats, or radicals, and the Chris- 
tian Socialists, or conservatives, the 
latter proving victorious by ‘2 safe 
majority even im‘Vienna, the strong- 
hold of radicalism. The question of 
union with Germany, one of, the prin- 
cipal ‘articles of -faith.of the German 
Nationalist Party, was scarcely -con- 
sidered by_ the voters, that. program 
having lost much:of its. charm : since 
Austria’s reconstruction has = been 
progressing satisfactorily -under -the 
League: of Nations. 

Shortly after the armistice the Ger- 
man union party was strong in Aus- 
tria. Such. was.the demoralization 
following the dismemberment. of: .the 
old Austro-Hungarian Empire that 
many leading Austrians. saw uo hope 
for an independent republic unless -it 
could be bound ‘up ‘in an ecotiomic 
league with the States which had 
heen carved out of the old empire. The 
territory left to Austria was small, 
with few resources, and burdéned with 
Vienna, having an urban population 
of nearly tW® millions. This capital 
had been the business centre of the 
Danube region, and the natural ten- 
dency was toward a re-establishment 
of the old economic ties. But the bit- 
ter hostility of the new States toward 
Austria, as well as toward each other, 
made such a Danubian league prac- 
tically impossible. The only. alterna- 
tive which many Austrians could see, 
therefore, was union with Germany. 
The Allies, however, vetoed it and 
made special. provisions in the reace 
treaties to prevent it. Yet before the 
League of Nations took over Austria's 
finances in 1922 it seemed. Austria’s 
only escape from annihilation. But 
the success of the League experiment, 
giving Austria a stable currency and 
revived business, while the German 
currency has vanished, put’ Ging in 
a different light. 

\In Germany undoubtedly the heirs of 
the Pan-German policy, the-ultra Na- 
tionalists, still look forward to the ab- 
sorption of Austria by;Germany. The 
movement there is more closely identi- 
fied with monarchy than in ‘Austria. 
The feeble monarchist sentiment in 
Vienna, however, supports the Chris- 
tian Socialists, which include the cler- 
ical elements, rather than the German 
Nationalists. It is the, Christian So- 
cialists who have been the leaders: in 
the League’s ‘reform program, and ft 
is largely their administration under 
this program which has aroused the 
ire of the SocialDemocrats. Under

The dangerous situation in the Philip- 
pines that TH™ Timzs pointed out in 
last Monday's issue is Mo longer a 
gabble of’ Filipino politicians but a grave 
reality. The seeds of hatred and anger 
have been Scattered and they have found 


the masses. We, the Filipinds in this 
country, Joathe the idea of physical vio- 
lence. It ts stupid, ignorant-and crimi- 
nal; but what can we do in the presence 
of intense bitterness? It is.useless to 
argue who is at fault.. Be it Senate, 
President ‘Quezon or Governor-General 
Wood, it is immaterial to us. We 
think only of the welfare of the Filipino 
people and our friendly. relations with 
America, and we want to safeguard 
them. ‘We have argued the right and 
the wrong of the question before, but 
our argument did not help the situation 
any. On the contrary, it only added 
fuel to fire and made the two opposing 

leaders more and more stubborn. 
There is no doubt as to Mr. Quezon’s 
ability to win the support of the ma- 
jority of the Filipinos. ere. is no 
doubt that the danger is impending. But 
Governor General Wood is the man that 
will welcome ‘such a violent outbreak.

Let.him be recalled, even if it hurts his 
dighity and pride. It will not impair the | 
sovereignty and prestige of America in 
the least..On the other hand, it will 
show her sincere adherence to true 
statesmanship.

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political situation abroad is a factor, 
too, in the market, but -under present 
circumstances it is mdst unlikely that 
it would have any but sympathetic in- 
fluente. Practically’ all of the ex- 
changes were lower yesterday. 

Stocks opened the new week under 
conditions of trading very similar to 
those which obtained in the ‘previous 
week. The market in the early hours 
of trading had an appearance of 
strength, but -practically alt gains thus 
accumulated were shed when it lapsed 
into duliness and irregularity during 
the afternoon. The net result was: to 
leave most stocks at about the levels 
at which they had opened. There were, 
of course, a few exceptions to the rule. 
The tobacco shares and some of the 
chain-store shares went forward in quite 
buoyant fashion, but the upturn did not 
by any means include the entire market, 
despite the fact that the activity and 
strength of these few features were 
most pronounced because of the very 
listlessness evident in the- balance of 
the market. 

Bonds, too, evidenced something of 
the same degree of indecision and irreg- 
ularity as characterized stocks. These 
two markets particularly appear wholly 
unable to get out of their rut of irregu- 
larity and to establish anything like a 
trend which might be used as a “‘yard- 
stick’’ for the future. Doubtless it 
will require the development of some 
important incident, either at home or 
abroad, to bring about a definite mar- 
ket change. The prophecy may be ven- 
tured that the security markets will pay 
more attention in the immediate future 
to commercial developments than to po- 
litical ones, no matter how important 
the latter may be. It has been the ex- 
perience of the past few months that the 
markets are disposed to ignore political 
events, particularly if staged on. the 
other side of. the Atlantic. 

Further evidence of the relaxation in 
the mdéney market, which first came 
td Hght last week, was to be found 
in the falling rate for call funds, 
which closed yesterday at 4 per cent., or 
¥% per cent. below the opening rate. In- 
terior institutions are commencing to 
feel a slackening in the demand for 
funds and, naturally, are turning to 
the money centres for vehicles of em- 
ployment, even though they be but-tem- 
Porary ones. The demand for short- 
term Government obligations was un- 
usually brisk yesterday, another sure 
indication of the fact that surplus funds 
are piling up-at the centres, 

The German mark responded to the 
proclamation of a Rhineland republic 
with a sheer drop of 75 per cent. from 
Saturday's quotations, and 33,000,000,000 
marks now may be had for $1. This 
represents merely a quotation, for to 
all intents and purposes the German 
mark has disappeared from the foreign 
exchange markets of the world.

UPSETS EXCHANGES 


Threat of New Trouble Affects 
Currencies Even in the 
“Neutral” Countries. 


STERLING LOWEST IN YEAR 


Marks Are a Trillion 
for $20. 


The sudden coup of the separatists in 
Germany who on Sunday proclaimed the 
setting up of a Rhinéland republic 1é4 to 
heavy selling on all European exchanges, 
sterling, francs, lire and marks all de- 
clining. Even §candinavian, Dutch, 
Swiss and Spanish currencies were quot- | 
: ed lower on the theory, foreign exchange | 
| dealers stated, that they would be af-| 

fected adversely by the threat of new 
treuble in Europe. | 

Marks, which more than a month ago 
reached a level at which their value 
could no longer be computed, led the 
recession with a break—in nominal quo- 
tations only—of from $70 for a trillion 
marks on Saturday to $20 for a trillion 
marks yesterday. At the latter figure 
50,000,000,000 marks could be purchased 
.for $1. The exchange was inactively 
traded in and, with astronomical dimen- | 
sions now needed to give effect to trad- 
ing at all, there was no ‘‘short selling’ 
by professional traders, the few trans- 
actions that were eriacted being mainly 
for the requirements of tourists or trav- | 
elérs. 








New Low for Sterling. 


The break in sterling carried that qtio- 
tation to a new low for the year, and 
for the first time in 1923 the price got 
below the $4.50 level at wihch level 
sterling had been holding during all re- 
cent selling. The low price on sterling 
was $4.48%, a loss of 1% cents since last 
Saturday and a loss of 4% cents in eight 
days. This figure marks the lowest 
point reached since Nov. 22, 1022, and 
compares with the previous low point 
of $4.50% for this year. The decline 
since the early Spririg months is apprvux- 
imately 22 cents to the pound.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The whole 
question of the right of national banks 
to establish branches, and the control of 
States over national banks, today was 
ordered opened and argued. by the Su- 
preme Court. 

At the same time the court granted to 
the Federal Government leave to file a 
brief and participate in argument in the 
test case brought by the First National 
Bank of St. Louis against the State of 
Missouri.. Petitions asking for permis- 
sion to take part in the arguments in 
the Missouri case also were filed with 
the court. today by the States of Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Indiana, Iowa and 
Illinois. ; 

When the court hears arguments in 
the case on Nov. 12 it will have pre- 
sented to it all the conflicting questions 
of jurisdiction involved in the contro- 
versy.

Oct. 22.—The Su- 
preme’ Court denied a review today in 
Mthe case of Edward.

Dr. Edward A. Rumely, S. Walter 
Kaufmann and Norvin R. Lindheim, 
lawyers, were convicted on an indict- 
ment.charging them with having made 
a false and misleading report te the 
Alien Property Custodian goncerning the 
ownership of The Evening Mail in De 
cember, 1920. Each was sentenced at 
the time to a year-and a day in the 
Atlanta Penitentiary, and this sentence 
was affirmed by the United States Court 
of Appeals last July. 

The indictment alleged that the de- 
fendants obstructed the Government in 
the seizure of money owed by Dr. 
Rumely to the’ Imperial German Gov- 
ernment as the result of the false re- 
port made by Rumely. that The Mail 
was purchased in June, 1915, -for $750,000 
with funds furnished by the late Her- 
man Sielcken, an American citizen. The 
Government contended that the amount 
involved in the transfer was $1,451,700 
and that this money came from the Ger- 
man Government through. Dr. Heinrich 
F. Albert, the German Agent in 
this country.

placed to the credit of the Russian Gov- 
ernment by the American ,Commercial 
Attaché at Petrograd, Dr. William 
Chgpin, for the purchase of moving, pic- 
ture supplies in this country.

» The receiver was asked for “‘in order 
to conserve the assets of the corpora- 
tion and to réorganize i’: finances,’’ ac- 
cording to the petition filed, which 
states that the concern ‘:s. solvent, but 
“that recent business depression has re- 
sulted in cancellation. of many orders, 
and that a receiver is desired to reor- 
Ganize the finances of the corporation 
and to continue the business. 

The appointment of Mr. Johnston au- 
thorizes him to take immediate posses- 
sion of the gompeny’: 8 properttes and to 
conduct the business until further order 
of the Court. It also takes the manage- 
ment of the business out of the hands 
of a committee composed of representa- 
tives of banks. The petition for a re- 
ceiver is the result, according to the 
applicants, of the usurpation of the 
management of the company and an at- 
tempt to divest the stockholders of their 
rigi.t to vote in the affairs of the com- 
pany on the part of the committee. 

Since the committee has been in 
charge, the applicants state in their 
ee a on, certain’ plants of the company 

ave been sold at a small proportion of

"| Tells Philadelphia Presbyterians 
‘95 Per Cent. of Operations 
Are Aboveboard.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22. — The 
methods of big business interests are 
generally misunderstood, Aitred C. Bed- 
ford, Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Standard Oil Company of 
New York, told the Presbyterian Social 
Union tonight at a banquet here. 

Speaking on “Business Ethics’’ 
Bedford’ said: } 

“For the most. part, business men in 
this-country are not credited with hav- 
ing ethics. They are damned if they-do, 
and they are damned if they don’t. But 
that is because the public does. not 
understand the underlying motives of 
the business man of the. country today. 

‘IT venture to say that 95 per cent. of 
the business that is transacted in this 
country could be done in the open and 
it would be found to be entirely above- 
board. Business itself is being regarded 
more and more as a\profession guided 
by high intellectual and moral ideals. 
There was a. period not long ago when 
business was charged, with the rail- 
roads, of charging what the traffic 
would bear. But today the rule of 
ruthlessness is giving way to generosity. 
Increasing responsibility is being felt by 
business men for standards that more 
closely approach 'the Christian ideal. 

**Much of the conruston og J between 
the Government and business is because 
we are in the transition period. The 
people have not yet wakened up to the 
fact that big business can no longer 
concern itself with solely selfish meth- 
ods. It must aim to give service and 
to ‘be great in giving service. In time 
the forces of public opinion and. enlight- 
enment of public consciousness will 
stimulate to improvement more and 
more. Then Government interference 
will diminish as business is based on 
ag, ed standard of business ethics.’’

RECOVERS ON RUMOR 


Market Nervous and Erratic, | sai 
With Large Sales, Followed 
by Buying Stampede. 


Following two days’ sharp advance, 
cotton developed several cross-currents 
yesterday in an extremely _ sensitive 
market. For. over four hours contracts 
appeared for sale in liberal volunte, with 
rumors of large ginning figures for the 
period.’ Selling’ reached its maximum 
shortly after 2 o’clock, when between 
20,000 and 30,000,'bales ran March: below 
29 cents. The market absorbed this 
cotton so well that when a rumor cir- 
culated that the ,Census report on the 
25th inst: would show considerably less 
than last year a’ stampede occurred. In 
about eight minutes prices ‘recovered 
the entire earller loss and rose over 
85 points to highest records of the ses- 
sion. Washington annoupced the special 
report would be issuea Nov. 2, owing 
to a holiday in New Orleans on Nov. 1. 
Prices closed 1 point lower to 13 points 
higher than Saturday. 

While Liverpool eased about a quarter 
of a cent, January’ contracts abroad 
still ruled from 400 to 425 points: over 
New York. As compared with a year 
ago, last Spring or during the Summer 
months, this spread between the two 
markets has now reached proportions 
that arrest attehtion. The amount of 
American cotton in,store and afloat. for 
Great Britain is increasing, owing to a 
larger export movement, aggregating 
334,000 bales, compared with 462,000 last 
year.

Would Be a Poputar Canaiaate for 
President, Ex-Governor Says. 


“If Henry Ford is nominated for Pres- 
ident by the Democratic Party next 
year,” said ex-Governor Henry J. Allen 
of Kansas at the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria 
last night, “‘he will receive more votes 
than any other candidate. the party 
could name.”

His kind of 
advertising takes with people.because it 
is the advertisement of success. The 
American people are fofd of success."’

TO CUT DUTY ON LOGS 


Tells President Law Gives It-No 
Power to Alter a Retalia- 
tory Rate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The Tariff 
‘Commission, in an opinion sent to Pres- 
ident Coolidge, held today that it is 
without jurisdiction under the provisions 
for flexibility in the tariff act to alter 
the retaliatory duty provided under Sec- 
tion 401, which covers logs of fir, 
spruce, cedar or Western hemlock. Ii 
was the first opinion to be offered to 
the President under the tariff act’s pro- 
visions for flexibility. 

The commission’s decision. was on an 
application filed by the Blowdell-Dono- 
van Lumber Company for a reduction of 
the duty of $1 a thousand board feet 
on imports from countries imposing a 
duty against American exports of the 
same commodity.’
